ESS than three weeks remain in which to 


register. Although the registration books 


have been open since July ist, less than one-half 
of the qualified electors of Reno have attended 
to the very important duty of seeing to it that 
they will have a right to exercise the great 
American privilege of the franchise.

If Reno is to poll 2,700 to 3,000 votes, as 
can be done if everyone registers, some lively 
work will have to be done in Judge Bell's office 
within the next two weeks.
